' ſtranger they will not follow. So there are two Spirits, the Spirit of Chriſt, 
_ and the ſpirit of the evil World : and two ſorts of Teachers according- 
+ ly ; the one hears the voice of God in Chriſt,and in the Rrepgth of this 
Spirit, goes forthwith the Word of God, and Goſpel of Truth in their 
heart and mouth, in gbedience to God, and pure love to the Soul of 
manzand not for f lucre, nor any worldly end whatſoever ; and 
theſe the true Seed, Gods Littte Ones, Lambs and Sheep hear, love and 
are one \vith, meerly for the Truths ſake, which is one, and endures for 
ever. | 
' But now contrariwiſe, the other ſort of Teachers, who are rightly 
called Strangers, becauſe they are ſtrangers to the Life of God, and holy 
motion of his Spirit ; they go forth in their own Wills, according to 
the motion of their ovn earthly ſpirits, without God, for ſelf-ends, in 
the allowance of the earthly Power, Name, and Authorityznot'to build 
up the Body of Chriſt, or to miniſter to his Seed in any, for to that they 
are Strangers, but to commend themſelves to fallen mans wiſdom for 
ſelf-advantage, and to gather People into ſeveral Forms and out-fide 
Profefiions andObſervations, where all ſorts of Sinners are taught toſay, 
© Lord, Lord, but never a one to do the will of God perfettly fromthe heart ; 
and ſo they build up Babel, the City of Confuſion, where there is /ke 
Prieſt, like People, the Teachers living in fin, and the People that fol- 
© Iaxpben living in their fins, alvayes learning, never tamed/to-wge, 
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ſhip God aright ': For the Teacher being blind through his ignorance 


of God and Chriſt,he muſt needs /zad them that follow him from God, * 


znto the ditch, And of this ſort were they in Chriſts time, thet loved to 


be called of men, Maſter; fair ſayers, but evil doers, who loved the praiſe 


of meu and their greetings in the Markets, and the chief and hi gh places in 
their Feaſts and Synagogues; and loving, for this end, to goin long Robes 
and coſtly Apparel, outwardly appearing beartifnl to the Worlds eye, but in« 
waerdly full Of pride, Coveronſneſs, uncleaneſs, the Spirit of Perſecution, 
and all manner of Unrighteonſneſr, as one may read in the 23 (hap. of 
Math, and other places of Scripture, where Chiiſt had to do with 
the falſe ſpirited Rabbies in his day, whom be compares to Graves, 
painted Tombs, Serpents and Vipers, who ſhut up the Kingdom of Heaven 

4inſt men,and neither entred in themſelves nor ſuffered others, but did what 
ibey could to binder theſe that were entring, And of ſuch Chriſt gave big 


Diſciples _— taks berd in time to come,and told them,though ſuch 


Wolves ſhould get the Sheeps cloathing on them ( to wit, the good words, 
or ſo ) yet they ſhould not truſt then, but ſhould know them by their fraits, 
And ſo the Tree that is by nature a Thorn and aThifile, hath manifefied 
its fruit : aud by their fruit the Children of Light now kyow them,and ac- 
cording to Chiiſts will, avoid them. And of this ſort are they that nor 
only in the dayes of Chriſt withſtood him, but even the ſame that in 
all ages withſhaed bis Spirit and Work, as at this day. For with ſuch 
earthly ſpizited Teacbers it was that the Prophet Jeremiabs beart was 
ſo broken in his day, as one may read all along the 23.Chap.of bis Pro. 

, and of whom in his fifth Chapter be ſo grievoully complains,[ay- 
ing, A wonderful and horrible thing 1s committed in the Land : The Pro. 
pbets prophefi alfly, and the Priefis bear rule by their means, and the Pec- 
ple love to heve tt ſo. And therefore deſirutiion from the Lord came upon 
ther all, And theſe Teachers ſaid Riill in their lying earthly ſpirit, that 
Jeruſalem (thengh ſinful )ſhould bave peace,and that no evil ſhowld come upon 
them People, theugh they walkgd every man after the imagination of bus own 
el beert, Jer. 23.17. Andof this ſort were they that the Lord ſent 
his P t Micab to cry againſt, ſaying ; Thus ſaith the Lord concern- 
ing the Propbets that noaks my People to erre ; that bite with their teeth, and 
ery pearh ; and be that putteth not into their momthes, they even prepare war 
aganft bin > Therefore night and darkneſs came won them, and the Viſion 

frow them in the juſt judgement of God, For a ſelf-end was in all the 
werk, aud the dead fly of covetonſneſs corrupted all : a8 one may read at 
__ in the third Chapter of his Prophefie, Verſe 5, ec. And of this 


dd8.006 may Ieadin the 56, Choprer of bis Prophe 


e they that Zſa:eb, the Propber of God, in his time ſo grievoully _ _- 
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'Fayite; Vorſ. o, &c. All yt beafts of the field, come "to devour'; yea, all ye 


braſis of the foreſt : his Watchmen are blind, greedy, 8Cc.all looking for their 


own way, every one for his gainfrom hus quarter, &c, And again this 
Torc'of earthly-ſpitited Teachers it was that God ſent his Prophet Eze- 
kiel to try Wo againſt, ſaying, Woto the Shepherds of Iſrael that do feed 
themſelves ; ſhould not the Shepherds feed the flock? Te eat the fat, and ye 
cloath you withithe wool, ye kill them that are fed, but ye feed nat the flocks. 
And ſo the God of this Workd through pride and covetouſneſs had ſo 
blinded their eye,and-corrupted their hearts,that they had neither will 
nor $kill to help nor heal the poor diſeafed, fick, broken,ſcattered ſouls 
of their hearers ; and therefore the Lord was glad to put them aſide as 


Phyſicians of no value, and became the Teacher of his People himſelf; 


as one may read in the 34, Chapter of his Propheſie, throughout. Glory 
to the Lord who hath fulfilled bis Promiſe to bis Iſrael this day ; and is be- 
come the Teacher of his People himſelf, whereby they come to be tru- 
ly profited, as it is written, / the Lord thy God teach thee, O Iſrael, to 
- profit, But the fore-mentionedTeachers,who have run in theirWills,for 
ſelf-ends, and the-Lord never ſent them, could never profit People at 
all : and as Chriſt Jeſus the Lord, and his true Prophets, in former 
times were troubled and oppoſed by ſuch hirelings ; So alſo the true 
Apoflles of Chiift did not eſcape the trials and oppofitions of that de- 
ceirful ſpirit by which they were acted, For ſuch, ſaith Paul, are falſe 
Apoitles, deceitful Workers, Satans Miniſters, transforming themſelves 


#10 the likene(s of the ApoFtles of Chriſt, 2 Cor. 112; Some of theſe were 


already come in bigday : And I know, ſaith he, that after my departure 
grievous wolves ſhall come in among you, not ſparing the flock, : alſo, of your 
own ſelves ſhall men ariſe,ſpeaking perverſe things to draw away diſciples af<- 
terth:m, Acts 20. 29, &c, And as the Kingdom of Antichriſt grew, 
theſe perverſe things were-eſtabliſhed for DoRrine by a Law : For 
the very Name of Antichriſt holds forth- a ſpirit oppoking it ſelf to 
every appearance of Chrifi, and of his holy Spirit and Anoipting in 
man. | 

The true Apoſtles and Miniſters of Chriſt dre the ſoul from men 


and ſelf,unto Chriſt, and his Anointing in them, to know that toteach: 


them : but rheſe, and all other falſe teachers, draw from Chriſt and bis 
Anointing within, to look at Fleſh and Form without, which perfects 
not at all toGod, And of this ſort alſo are they,ſaith the ſame Paul;which 
creep into houſes (underſtand the great lone houſes, called Churches, as 
well as others) «nd lead captive filly Women, laden with ſins led away with 
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divers luſts; ever learning, and never able to comg to rhe knowledge of the 
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vers, euen Lovers of their own ſelver, Covetons Boaflerr, Prond, Blaſs 
phemere, Knholy, ( who ſay they are Chiiſtiang, bur are not fon 
ruth.) Fierce, &c. having the Form of Godiineſs, but the 
Power thereof ; and theſe he exhorted true Believers to wry ; 
and ſo in ence toGod, thoſe now who are come to knowChrift 
and bis anointing in them, to teach them, are turned from ſuch. 
And though theſe Deceivers have proceeded for a time, to wie, 
during the late night of Apoſtacy, Which Paul, 2 Theſſ, 2. ſpake 
of, ro deceive many ; Yet now that the Light is riſen again from 
under the earth, they are manifeſt, and can proceed no further. 
Let none therefore now be ſo void of underſtanding, as to brand 
the true Meſſengers of Jeſus Chriſt in this day, with the name of 
Deceivers, Becauſe they declare truth, not only publickly, but al- 
ſo from houſe to houſe, by virtue of the holy Spirit only $4 for {6 
did the Apoſtles themſelves,and yet were no creepers into houſes; 
for creeping into houſes denotes the work of the children of dark. 
neſs,ywho run without the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, bis Spizit,or Authori- 
ty, in their own wills, for ſelf ends,as before : leading about Peo- 
ple in their fillinefs and finfulneſs all their dayes, as by woful ex. 
ience, in the late Ages of the World, fince the Apoliles dayer, 
bath been fully manifeſt ; wherein the World bath wondred after the 
Beaſt. And «s there were falſe Prophets among the People, ſaith Peter, 
even ſo alſo ſhall there be falſe teachers among you ; who ſhall privily 
bring 1n « Hereſies, &c. 2 Pet. 2, But how may theſe be 
known, = ſome ſay ; By their frnits, (aith Chriſt, ye ſhall know 
vhew. And of this ſort ave they, (aith Peter, in the ſame Chapter, 
who through covetouſneſs, with fained words, make merchandi(e of 
People ; and by walking after the fleſh, in the luſt of covetonſneſs and 
wacleanneſs, and _ of Chriſts Government, even deny the Lord 
that bought them, Theſe are the preſumptuous ones indeed, who 
count ir pleaſure to ryot in the day time, ſpeaking evil of the 
worthy things that God works and makes manifelt in his Chil- 
dren, which theſe preſumptuous ones know not. And theſe falſe 
Teachers are of thoſe whoſe eyes are full of adultery,and that can- 
not ceaſe from fin : for how ſhould they, ſeeing their heart is ex- 
erciſed with covetous practiſes, loving the wages of unrighteouſ- 
neſs, like Balaars, as he (to wit, the Apoſtle Peter) there ſpeaks. 
And therefore, thoſe that ſee not theſe are blind indeed;and thoſe 
that theſe Teachers can deceive, may ivell bs ſaid to be wichout 
| B | a foun- 
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2 foundation. t-abd hence it bath: comes to. paſs that through ſuch? 
Texcherswickedneſs and Peoples ignorance,the World hath been 
# aMilderneſs. Afd now therefore is the the Lord, according 
ro his blefled Promiſe, bringing up that knowledge of himſelf and 
his Chriſt again, that ſhall wake the Wilderneſs a fruitful Field, and 
faveat ſmelling Garden for: himſalf to be glorified im, And this kyows 
ledge of God ſhall cover the Earth: 45 the Waters do the Sta, And, 
thereby ſhall all burting and deftraying be done awa) from amongſt men, 
Iſa, 65. laft; as is this day Witnefled amonglt ſuch where this 
knowledge of God hath place. Glory to his Name for ever. So 
now therefore all ye Kings, Princes, Potentates and Rulers of the 
Earth; ſee in what Principle you Rand,and upon what Foundation 
you grow, und'whoſe work you are a doing ; Whether Gods or your 
own, TrueMagiftrates are not a terrout to the good, but to the evil 
But boy can ye ſee the good and the evil truly aſunder, or know 
what to puniſh,and what to-protect,if you come not to the Light, 
ChriſtJeſas,that true, Light which.lighteth every man that cometh in 
zorhe world (as was ſaid before) to take counſel at him, for be 4 the 
wonderful Connſellour ; and whatſoever makes things ttuly mani- 
feſt is his Light, and with it every hard thing is known, and every 
ſecret thing found out, but withoutit nothing ; but all People that 
walk in the darkneſs of their own underltandings, do erre in Viſi- 
on and tumble in- Judgment, and ſo know not. what they do nor 
whither they go : and this way that ſeemeth good in the mans own 
eye; is that which aliayes. tended to death, and diſordered all 
things. And by ſuch a judgement Barralas Was releaſed, and the 
innocent Jeſus delivered to be crucified ; and by this the falſe 
Prophets in all ages were proteRed and born up,and the dear Ser- 
vants of Chriſt caſt out as a thing of nought, 

So ariſe, ariſe, awake, awake to righteouſneſs and fin not, for 
the Lord is on his way to give unto every Nation,and each Peo- 
ple therein, Rewards according to their Works, without reſpe&t 
of perſons, And until Gods righteouſneſs rule in all, and over 
all, how can any thing Rand, let that of God in all Conſciences 

Judge; So lay things to heart, for this is the day of your viſitation, 
Alſo,you Biſhops and high Teachers, who are pleaſed in your 
mindes becauſe accepted of man ; confider, Are you accepted o 
God?

ſed by wt? And do you preach and miniſter this internal, living, 
and erernal Truth ( the Word) to the People, or the dead Let- 
ter only ? See hoy it is : For the Fruit now muſt be the real wit- 
neſs of every Trees nature. Have you received the free gift from 
above ? Then ſell it not for mony. Would you be accounted Mi- 
niſters and Embaſſadors of Chriſt, and would you have the Chil- 
dren of Light to own you ? Then approve your ſelves to them as 
Paxl did to the Brethren in his dayes, 2 Cor, 6, 3, &c. In much 
Patience, in AffuBtions, in Neceſſities 3n Diſtreſſes, in Stripes, in Im- 
priſonments ; a dying, yet alive in the hearts of the Heaters by the 
power of Truth, &c. And let all People ſee that you mind the 
200d of the Soul, and Gods glory, more than the World,and your 
own ſelf-<aſe and advantage : For the Day is dained that makes 
all things manifeſt. And lay by your carnal Weapons, and make 
proof of your ſpiritual Weapons ( if you have any) and try a lit- 
tle, how you can perſwade men to be of your a by that means : 
for People begin to queſtion much the forcing of men into Religi- 
on by the carnal Sword and outward Conſtraint, whether it be of 
God or no, For its found by experience, that into What Peo- 
ple are forced by the outward Poiver, by the ſame meanes may 
they be forced out of that again, and ſo remain reſtleſs and 
without a foundation, until the Truth it ſelf ſettle them. So 
fet not up your reſt in the Wilderneſs, much leſs in Egypt , 
but look towards the holy Land, the undefiled , unmove- 
able. Foundation , and ſuffer others to do ſo too, And thoſe 
that have ſpied out the good Land, hinder them not from en- 
tring in, but help them on in their journey, if you can, leſt you 
be found fighters againſt God. For now is the effect of every Vi- 


'| fion.coming in ; and a feeble one in this bleſſed Feruſalem, that is
